Duke of Anjou, the Inhibitoria, and the 
Avocatoria againft the Elector of Ba- 
varia, to be publifh’d throughout the Empire. 


The Declaration of War is to this Effect. 


W Hereas the King of France has broken the 
YY Treaty of Refwick, firft by refufing and after- 
wards delaying to evacuate Brifac, deferring the Re- 
ftitytion of Philipsburg, and extorting undue Sums 


of Money of the Palatinate, c. And on the Deceafe - 


of Charles the 2d King of Spain, under pretence of 
an invalid Will, notwithftanding all Contracts, Oaths, 
Renunciations, and Treaties of Peace, has by force 
of Arms poffefs’d himfelf of that Kingdom and the 
Dominions thereof; fome of which, before they were 
annex’d to that Crown, belong’d to the Empire and 
the Houfe of Auftria ; and has intruded his Grand- 
fon the Duke of Anjou into the Throne of Spain ; 
particularly, has feiz’d by Force the Circle of Bur- 
undy, the Dukedoms of Milan and Mantua, afd 
Petal other Fiefs of the Empire, and exercis’d Ho- 
ftilities within the fame ; has introduc’d into the 
Archbifhoprick of Cologne and Principality of Liege 
a formidable Army under the frivolous Denomina- 
tion of Troops of the Circle of Burgundy ; which 
he has garrifon’d in their Cities, and has illegally 
erected feveral new Forts, and Magazines ; has car- 
ry’d away by violence the Baron de Mean Dean of 
the Cathedral of Liege, and other Loyal Subjects of 
the Empire ;_ has exacted very burdenfome Contri- 
butions ; and has ravag’d and fpoil’d in an un- 
chriftian manner divers Provinces of the Empire ; 
has interrupted the free Commerce on the Rhine and 
other Rivers ; has invaded the Territories of the 
Empire in the Circle of Weftphalia, and committed 
¢ruel Hoftilities; and, as "tis ufual with him ro 
intermeddle in the Publick Affairs of all Nations, 
has incited the States of the Empire againft the 
Emperor, who is the Head of the Empire, and 
againft one another, to weaken the Rights and 
Authority of the Imperial Colleges ; endeavouring 
by all Methods, not only to bring the German 
Name into Contempt, but utterly to opprefs 
and fubvert that Nation, to diveft them of their 
Liberties, and bring the States of the Empire their 
Lands and Fiefs into Subjection, the better to com- 
pafs his defign of an Univerfal Monarchy, at which 
he has long been aiming (the Duke of Anjou has 
moreover taken upon himfelf the Title cf Archduke 
of Auftria, Count of Habsburg and Tirol) &c. The 
Electors, Princes, and Cities of the Empire, look 
upon the above recited and many other Infractions, 
Contraventions, Occupations and Detentions, as foul 
Violations of the Peace ; and therefore deem the 7 
of France, his Grandfon the Duke of Anjou, an 
their Confederates, to be Enemies to the Empire ; 
and in the Name of the whole Empire declare and 


proclaim War againft them; ftridtly commanding 
all the Subjects of the Empire to treat them accor- 
dingly, and do them all manner of Damage ; till a 
General, Advantageous, Honourable, and Firm Peace 
be made. Prohibiting in the mean time, under the 
fevereft Penalties,all Correfpondence, Exchange, and 
Traffick with rhe Enemy, either in Cloath, Silks, 
Gold or Silver Manufactures, or any other Wares, 
Wine, Brandy, Oil, &c. More particularly forbidding 
the furnifhing them, directly or indirectly, with Corn, 
Horfes, Powder, Lead, &c. 


The Inhibitoria. 


FOrafmuch as the King of France, and the{$uke 
~ of Anjou, their Adherents asd Abettors, are de- 
clar’d Enemies of the Empire ; and that War is pro- 
claim’d againft them in the Name of the whole Body 
of the Empire ; None of the Subjects of the Empire 
of what Condition foever, on any Pretence, are to 
Serve the Enemy, on pain of Death and Forfeirure 
of Eftate; And as for thofe that are entertain’d at 
prefent in the Service of the King of France or of 
the Duke of Anjou, they are, by the Imperial Au- 
thority, difcharg’d of their Oath, and admonifh’d to 
quit that Service ; And they are promis'd and affur'd, 
that in cafe they will enter into the Service of the 
Emperor and his Allies, or of the Electors Princes 
and States of the Empire that are in the fame In- 
tereft, they fhall be receiv’d with Favour, and have 
Military Employments and Dignities conferr’d on 
them fuitable to their Quality and Condition, &c. 


The Avocatoria. 


WV Hereas the Electer of Bavaria has lately rais'd 
a great number of Troops,with French Money, 

in the Empire, &c. has by foree of Arms poffefs’d 
himfelf of Ulm, and Memmingen ; and has menac’d 
all the other Cities of the Circles of Swabia and 
Franconia, to treat them in a Hoftile manner, if 
they fhould attempt to oppofe him ; and by French 
Minifters, and Letters (fome of which have been in- 
cepted) has held Intelligence and Correfpondencd’ 
with the King of France, norwithftanding the whole 
Body of the Empire have declar’d him their Enemy ; 
in all which he has acted not only againft God, his 
own Confcience, his Oath and Duty, but likewife 
againft the Statutes of the Empire, its Alliances, 
and the Treaty of Weftphalia; and therefore can- 
not be look’d upon otherwife than as an open and 
profefs’d Difturber of the Publick’ Peace ; His Im- 
perial Majefty, at the Motion and earneft Requeft 
of the General Affembly of the Electors Princes and 
Cities, commands all Generals, and other Officers 
of all Degrees, as well as all Private Soldiers whe- - 
ther Foor or Horfe, born within the Territories and 
Jurifdiction of the Empire, that are now in the Ser- 
vice of the Elector of Bavaria, immediately to quit 
the faid Elector, and enter into the Service of the 
Empire ; In default of which, they are declar’d 
Perjur’d, Infamous, Rebels to the Empire, and Be- 
trayers of their Country ; the Names of thofe who 
fhall perfift in their Difloyaltry fhall be publith’d 
throughout

and if they are taken fhall be punith’d accordingly. 


From the Leiden Courant, dated Nov. 1. 

The Letter written by the King of France to the Car- 
dinal de Nocilles Archbithop of Pars, directing 
him to Order Te Deum to be Sung for the Victory 
at Fridlingen, is as follows. 


Coufin, The late Motions of the Enemy on the Upper 
Rhine, obliging me to fend a Body of Troops thither un- 
der the Command of my Coufin, the Marfbal de Villars 5 
He kept a watchful Eye on the Imperial Army under 
Prince Lewis of Baden, prevented them from making 
any Attempt, and poffe{s'd bimfelf of Newburg 5 this 
oblig’d the Enemy to put themfelves in Motion; of 
which well knowing how to make his Advantage, 
on the 14th he drew up his Foot (who all pafs'd the 
Rhine on the 13th) and bis Cavalry (which had march’d 
ever that River with no lefs diligence) in Order of 
Battle; and attackd the Enemy with that good Or- 
der and Refolution, that, notwithftanding the Impe- 
vialifts were the greater Number, their Horfe were 
entirely overthrown, and their Infantry driven above 
a League from the Field of Battle. 3000 of the Enemy 
ki'd (among them feveral Commanders of Note) a 
great number of Officers and Soldiers found in their 
Flight dead or dying, and feveral others made Prifoners, 
35 Colours and Standards, 3 pair of Kettlz-drums, and 
11 pieces of Cannon taken, with the Fort of Fridlingen ; 
are certain Evidences of a Compleat Vittery, of great 
Importance in it felf, befides the Confequences that may 
accrue from it. For which it becomes us to render Thanks 
tothe Almighty ; wherefore I write this to acquaint you, 
that. my Intention is that you caufe Te Deum to 
be Sung in the Cathedral Church of my good City of 
Paris, &c.
